It is 
s0 small that perhaps the 200- 
inch “big cye” at Mount Palo- 
moar would not pick it up. 


Dr Kulper estimates that the 
moon is 250,000 times fainter 
than-the faintest star visible 
with the naked eye. 


The satelilte is belloved to 
be. only 200 miles in- diameter, 
_15 times smaller and 250 times 
fainter than tho first satellite 
Triton, which was discovered 
in 1840. Its magnitude of 19% 
degrees makes it tha . falntest 
moon to date. on 


Dr _ Kulper's observations 
with the 82-inch reflecting tele- 
scope at McDonald Observatory 
show that the new moon, mov- 
ing in nearly the same plano as 
Neptune, requires two years to 
complete Its cycle. The Earth's 
moon completes Its orbil In onc 
month,  —* 


* “The direction of motion of 
the new satellite ts particularly 
Important, for it is in reverse 
to that of Triton.” Dr Kuiper 
says.
